BIG AUDIENCE 


Went Through Many Air 


Battles But Village Cele- 
bration Scares Him Most 
of All.

Granville, Feb. 21.—Lieutenant Joe 


Haekins, the Granville aviator just re- 
turned from . France, was honored by 
the citizens last night with a rousing 
reception irt the Opera House, vhich 
for pep and patriotism exceeded

public demonstration in the okl town 
since the signing of the armistice. 
Preparations for the event, while some- 
what hurried, were none the less com- 
plete, and the crowd which packed the 
hall, enjoyed a fine program of music 
and crisp, snappy speeches by men 
closely associated with the returned 
hero. Mayor C. D. Coons presided and 
in his usual happy manner, imparted 
the optimism and good cheer 
which 


made "the party" a success. 
, Opening the program the Denison or- 
chestra under direction of Prof. K. H. 
EOchman played several appropriate 
selections with spit? •"'I effect. It is no 
small undertaking- to assemble an or- 
ganization of college men 
on 
short 


notice and Conductor Eschman himself 
cheerfully postponed 
his recital, and 


Prpf. E. P. Johnson his reading sched- 
uled for the same hour in order to 
participate in the demonstration. 


Mayor Coons, among other things, 


spoke briefly of Granville's part in the 
war, and said that while it was "Joe 
Haskins' night," he had a vision of a 
welcome for all the boys when all had 
returned, that would ,stir up the old 
town* as only the news of peace had 
been able to stir it, and he looked to 
see the War mothers marching in even 
greater parade, each with her soldier 
son by her side. He mentioned the re 
turn only that day, of Granville's Eed 
Cross nurse from France. 
• President Chamberlain also called the 
event "Joe Haskins' night," and Deni 
son aviators' night, and called atten- 
tion to the plans for this branch of 
service which are being made through 
out the country. New aeroplane models 
are being adopted, and the greatest of 
them Is to be named "The Granville." 
He said that if the Nation's losses in 
the war had been in the same propor- 
tion as those of Denison, the United 
States would have lost 5,000,000 men, 
for- Denison had poured out its best in 
its country's defense and had been 
early in the struggle. 
Prof. R. W. Soule sang, accompanied 
by Prof. Eschman, "The Americans 
Have Come" by Foster, and his magni- 
ficent interpretation stirred the audi- 
ehce to a. frenzy of applause,

dramatic and 
startling 


enough. But the probabilities are that 
for every successful crime, there are 
half a dozen futile attempts. 


This does not mean that unsuccess- 


ful criminals are always caught. But 
they are headed off, compelled to run 
for 
their 
lives. 
They have to keep 


very close for a time, often to trans- 
fer operations to places where 
they 


are less well known. As a rule crimi- 
nals do not prosper. The experts may 
make a big 
haul 
occasionally. But 


there are very lean times. 
Invariably 


they spend much of their time in jail. 


Thesefacts should be impressed on 


the weak minded and vicious men and 
boys who have acquired 
the 
notion 


that crime is profitable. It should be 
made clear to them that criminals get 
the least 
out of life of any class of 


society. 


The frustration of a crime does more 


to restrain potential crooks than any 
preaching. 
The policeman, the bank 


official, the citizen who has the pres- 
ence of mind to confront the would-be 
robber of burglar, and drive him off if 
he can't capture him. helps keep weak 
men straight. A bold 
front 
usually 


confounds the criminal, and sends him 
fleeing.

Fart ot the hike was across "Xo 


Man's Land." where the battle of Huu- 
thulst was loujdit. the allied forces los- 
ing 30.0110, and 
the Germans hO.OOO. 


Parts of tho letter read: 


"\Ve!!. Perry, you know that I always 


had an ulea of what it was like up at 
the front lines, lint I found it much 
diiferent than I thought it was. 
H — 


a.^ near a^ 1 can toil you. The Germans 
did not have any inuintry to sueak of. 
it \\as all machine guns and artillery. 
We had to pass through woods, barbed 
wire, brush and old trenches, and all' 
the time we were doing it we were sub- 
ject to heavy artillery shell-lire from 
l fit? er>em\. 
P.elie\e me those shells 


were ln'ir ones, making holes in _the 
ground about eight feet deep and 15 to 
~0 tee: wide, tore trees down and blew 
everything out cif siRht that was in the 
way. 
We got somewhat split up but 


continued to advance regardless of then- 
barrage on . double-time for about two 
kilometers to get ahead of it and finally 
came upon a slope within range of their 
machine guns. 


"After having crossed the creek they 


then proceeded to pepper us but could 
not stop us. 
A couple of their air- 


planes came over and tried to discour- 
age us with maclilne-gun fire, but it 
didn't work. 
Then the artillery got 


busy, but even that didn't hold us back. 
and we took everything- in sight and 
continued to advance all day and nnally 
arii ed at the village of Very, where we 
held the line for the night. That day 
we started the ball rolling again, ad- 
vancing. of course. They continued the 
shelling with everything they nad. in- 
cluding high explosive, gas and shrap- 
nel. and the shells were of all sizes 
from the largest down to a one-pounder 
which we call a 'eadiment can." The 
'larger sizes are called 'G. I. cans.' and 
the largest are entitled 'barracks bags.' 
We covered about the same distance 
the second as we had the first. We 
sent them another barrage that night 
and the next day we advanced seme 
more and took up a position on the 
side of a hill, which we held for six 
days and nights, feeding- on bul'v-beef 
and hardtack. 
We were under a con- 


tinuous shell-Ire from the enemy here. 
Aeroplanes came over and machines 
gunned us. but couldn't make us give 
moved back out of danger of shell-fire 
to a woods where we went into pup- 
tents to shelter us from the rain. 
I 


might add right here that the rain was 
in * league with the kaiser one night 
while we were holding the lines, but we 
stayed there in about four inches of 
mud and the next day we forgot it 
ever happened. 
"We 
rested 
two days 
and 
then 


moved back further and again went 
into pup-tents, this time on the side of 
a hill in the mud. near a gravejard. 
The weather was raw and chilly and 
we had to build a fire during the day 
to keep warm and put it out at night 
to keep from being air-raided. 
One 


glance at a hole made by an air-bomb 
is enough to make anyone take the pre- 
caution to keep from being located by 
the enemy observers. 
We started from 
there on a three-day hike. 36 kilomters 
a\\ay. for what was known later as the 
Lys-Scheldt front for another swat at 
Heinie. 
He camped in a. turnip-patch 


to await the dawn of another eventful 
day. 
Early 
in 
the 
morning 
the 


French cavalry went after them on 
mounts that looked like a string of 
race horses. 
I might add that they 


needed them to catch up with the flee- 
ing Huns. They had smelled American 
powder from our barrage. We were in 
support of the 34Sth machine-gun bat- 
talion. who are fighting demons, and 
the first day we advanced eight kilo- 
meters and dug in for the night. 


"While we were on the line for the 


third time all ready to give them h- — 
again, the armistice was signed and 
ho.--tilitips ceased. We were then taken 
to St. -Marie Hoorbeke where the band 
rejoined us. Our band is the best in 
the i'lst division and as we passed 
through towns of any size they played 
for us and we marched at 'attention' 
until the order 'rout step' is given 
when w- slum our riilc-s and hike.
